HOUSING  ACTS 

On  the  1st  September,  1957,  the  new  Housing  Act,  1957, 
came  into  force,  when  the  whole  of  the  legislation  relating  to  housing, 
with  the  exception  of  certain  financial  provisions,  was  consolidated 
in  this  same  Act. 

A standard  of  fitness  is  set  out  in  Section  4 of  the  1957  Housing 
Act  and  a house  is  only  to  be  deemed  unfit  if,  and  only  if,  it  is  so 
far  defective  in  one  or  more  of  the  items  listed  in  that  Section,  that 
it  is  not  reasonably  fit  for  occupation  in  that  condition. 

It  is  no  longer  permissible  to  consider  how  far  a house  falls 
below  the  local  Building  Byelaws,  and  the  definition  of  “ sanitary 
defects  ” formerly  contained  in  section  188  of  the  1936  Act  is  repealed.

COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

There  are  a very  small  proportion  of  Council  House  tenants 
who  are  inclined  to  be  dirty  and  do  not  quite  come  up  to  the  standard 
of  desirable  tenants.  These  people  are  visited  periodically  and  every 
attempt  is  made  to  keep  them  in  a reasonably  fit  state  of  cleanliness. 

AU  the  prospective  tenants  for  Council  houses  are  visited  and 
where  exchange  of  tenancies  are  agreed  to,  the  respective  houses  are 
visited  by  a member  of  the  engineer’s  staff  and  myself.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  attempting  to  trace  the  cause  of  the 
slight  epidemic  of  dysentry  in  the  Trethomas  and  Bedwas  Wards. 

The  time  lapse  between  the  onset  of  the  first  cases  and  the 
notification  to  the  office  was  such  that  when  the  enquiries  with  regard 
to  the  foods  or  drink  the  patients  had  partaken  of  were  made,  the 
majority  could  not  remember.  No  possible  vehicles  of  the  infection 
was  definitely  isolated  as  a probable  cause  and  instructions  were 
given  to  the  people  with  regard  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken  and 
stress  was  laid  with  regard  to  personal  cleanliness.  Disinfectants 
were  given  to  the  people  affected. 

Terminal  disinfection  of  5 premises  was  carried  out  at  the 
termination  of  the  infection. 

WATER  SUPFLY 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Rhymney  Valley 
Water  Board  and  the  water  supplies  to  the  area  are  of  good  quality 
and  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Water  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Board  and  spot  samplings 
have  been  taken  by  the  health  department,  which  have  been  submitted 
for  analyses  and  have  proved  satisfactory.

SWIMMING  POOLS 

One  privately  owned  swimming  pool  is  situated  in  the  Maes- 
ycwmmer  Ward.  The  water  is  treated  and  samples  taken  are  satis- 
factory. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Rhymney,  which  flows  through  the  area  is  stil^ 
polluted  with  the  effluents  from  collieries  and  associated  industries 
prior  to  its  entry  into  the  area. 

One  stream  which  accepts  the  drainage  from  the  Bedwas 
Colliery  and  the  British  Benzol  Coal  Distillation  Plant  is  also  a con- 
tibuting  factor  to  the  pollution  of  the  river. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere  in  the  Trethomas  Ward  and  on  investigation  it  was  due 
to  a mechanical  breakdown  at  the  Coal  Distillation  Plant,  and  was 
soon  remedied. 

The  district  is  without  any  heavy  industries  and  the  main 
cause  of  pollution  is  the  domestic  chimney,  and  as  most  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  area  are  employed  at  the  collieries  and  receive  coals  as 
part  of  their  wages  at  a concessionary  price,  the  pollution  is  likely 
to  continue. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  provides  for  the  designation  of  Smokeless 
Zones,  but  smokeless  fuels  must  be  made  available  to  these  same 
people,  before  any  part  of  the  area  can  be  designated.

Ice-Cream. 

Twenty  premises  are  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 
The  product  is  obtained  from  reliable  firms  of  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  and,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  is  sold  as  it  is  received 
from  the  manufacturers,  pre-packed. 

In  one  case  only  is  the  ice-cream  prepared  and  sold  and  the 
method  employed  is  the  “ Hot-mix.” 

Food  Shops. 

The  majority  of  the  food  shops  are  covered  by  the  general 
term  “ General  Stores  ” where  almost  anything  in  the  category  of 
food  can  be  purchased,  which  complicates  the  supervision  of  the 
shops  under  the  Shops  Acts. 

There  are  48  such  shops  in  the  area,  mostly  owner-occupied 
where  no  other  person  is  employed  other  than  members  of  the  family. 

Only  about  half-a-dozen  shops  in  the  district  are  mainly  engaged 
in  the  Grocery  and  Provisions  trade  and  these  are  gradually  adding 
other  commodities  to  their  stock-in-trade.

CANTEENS  AND  CAFES 


The  usual  routine  inspections  were  made  to  canteens  and 
cafes.  Posters  wrere  given  to  the  members  of  the  staffs  to  place  in 
conspicuous  positions  relating  to  personal  cleanliness  etc.,  in  the 
preparations  and  handling  of  foodstuffs.

These  inspections  have  entailed  Sunday  work,  on  the  part  of 
your  inspectors  to  ensure  a safe  supply  of  meat  from  these  establish- 
ments. 

The  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  is  employed  f.d 
time  in  meat  inspection  duties  at  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society 
Abbattoir,  from  which  establishment,  most  of  the  meat  is  distributed 
to  districts  outside  the  Urban  Area  of  Bedwas  and  Machen,  and  which 
fact,  makes  the  inspections  of  the  meat  of  extreme  importance.

RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

One  Rodent  Operator  is  in  the  employ  of  the  authority  and 
the  district  is  regularly  patrolled  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  rodent 
infestation. 

The  regular  six  monthly  token  treatments  of  the  sewers  in 
the  area  were  carried  out  and  other  probable  sites  where  the  rats 
flourish  were  constantly  treated. 

These  treatments  are  well  worth  the  time  taken  up  to  earn' 
them  out  as  it  definitely  keeps  down  the  number  of  surface  infestations. 

When  in  any  difficulty,  I have  always  had  advice  and  assistance 
from  the  Divisional  Pest  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  for 
which  I tender  my  thanks.
